This new species differs from Osmanthus 
heterophyllus (G. Don) S. P. Green by the softly 
coriaceous leaves with round apex, inconspicuous 
lateral nerves on lower surface, and the smaller 
corolla; from O. enervius Masamune et Mori by the 
elliptic or obovate-elliptic leaves with round apex, 
more densely glandular-punctate on lower surface, 
the longer pedicels and the glabrous involucral 
bracts.
